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AN ARMY OF DESERTERS. 


Tue fact that the proposition to issue an amnesty 
to deserters from the Army comes from Senator 
Plumb, who was a commissioned officer, and that 
it has the approval of Secretary Proctor and the 
President, both good soldiers of the war, naturally 
and properly gives it great weight with Congress. 
But can even this commend it to approval ? 

Every patriotic and intelligent citizen must know 
full well, though the proposed amnesty will not 
only prove injurious to the Army as it is, but that 
it will go far towards destroying the correct mili- 
tary sense of the people at large. The time has 
come for plain talk on this subject. What right 
has Senator Plumb or the Secretary of War, the 
President, or even Congress itself, to disregard, 
nay to insult, all military service, past and present, 
by condoning a crime, which reflects so seriously 
on the morality of the country, and which if 
unchecked will demoralize, degrade and destroy 
any Army in the world? 

Who are these deserters that they should be made 
periodically the subjects of Executive clemency ? 
Are they good citizens, are they good soldiers, have 
they rendered services to the State? On the con- 
trary, they are criminals, as a rule, before they are 
ever deserters; as a class, they are tho very worst 
element inthe Army, and a sneaking, lying ele- 
ment in every community, where they may be 
found afterwards, and in no part of the country 
more so than in the State of Kansas. 

It has been urged in support of mild measures, 
and the amnesty proclamation that public sentiment 
approves. If such be the case then on all accounts 
let something be done to reform it, or educate it to 
a realization of the effect of such measures as is 
now proposed. Would public sentiment approve 
this amnesty in the light of our military history ? 
Would it approve if it were made plain that de- 
sertion is not only the disgrace of the Army to-day, 
but that it was the disgrace of the armies both 

‘North and South which fought the late war? 
Would it approve if it were informed that from the 
Northern Army alone there were between two and 
three hundred thousand deserters and a propor- 
tionate number from the Southern Army? Would 
it approve if it were made to know that by far the 
largest proportion of these skulkers and coffee 
coolers deserted in the face of the enemy ; and that 
finaliy, through the operation of amnesty procla- 
mations, and the lapse of time, many of them are 
now on the pension rolls or in our soldiers’ homes, 
enjoying all the privileges and honors which 
a grateful country has bestowed on its true de- 
fenders? Would it approve if it were shown by : ll 
these facts and figures, that as compared with any 
other military crime desertion has been the most 
flagrant and the most universal of all crimes 
and that our volunteers were just as much addicted 
to it as the scoundrels who now practice it? They 
are in fact, and have been for years, the source of 
this maudlin and injurious sentiment in their be- 
half. 

But why issue an amnesty proclamation? Why 
treat desertion as a crime and deserters as crimi- 
nals? Why not settle this question for all time by 
repealing the laws which cover it? Why have any 
compunctions among soldiers about violated oaths, 
skulking, and the next thing to it, cowardice? Why 
not say to every man who enters the Army: Oh, the 
oath you took is a mere matter of form; there is 
nothing in it; that great and good man and apostle 
Senator Plumb says so; put your trust in him, he’ll 
see you through; go to Kansas, go anywhere, but 
don’t stay and fulfil your duty to the Government 
you have sworn to serve, for sooner or later your 
contemptible and criminal conduct will be forgot- 
ten, or if remembered, made the subject of am- 
nesty. 

In all ages, in all countries, in all armies, and 
among all peoples, whether civilized or barbarian, 
desertion has been and still is regarded with ab- 
horrence, and the deserter with contempt. Even 


among conscripts it has been considered despicable, 
although if ever justifiable, it must be among sol- 
diers forced into the military service by the fear of 
penalties worse than death, But in a free republic, 
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where durability must forever depend on the pa- 
triotism of its citizens, to extenuate a military 
crime, which is now and has been in the past of 
disgraceful and injurious frequency in our Army, 
whether Regular or Volunteer, is a concession 
which no person should make who has the military 
interests of the country at heart.

NAVY PERSONNEL. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

THAT the personnel of the Navy needs reorganiz- 
ing is, [ think, a fact now recognized on all sides. 
it is seen not only by studying the actual wants of 
the Service, but by the numerous and bills 
anoually laid before Congress for pur 

But all these fail to strike the real ob that 
should be aimed al, namely, to put the personnel on 
a permanent basis of efficiency, for sea duty tn war 
time, at the same time creating a steady, constant 
flow of promotion which would continue through 
all time and all chaoge of a:Jininistration. 

Todo this is, indeed, no easy problem, as is seen 
by looking across the water to the experiences of 
the older Euro services. There we see these 
services, amidst the perplexities of existing condi- 
tions, evoluting into the now well-established prin- 
ciple which is So eey Se coroer-stone of their per- 
sonnel, viz., compulsory retirement at vertain ages 
if not promoted to certain grades. That is, an offi- 
cer, to remain on the sea list should be, say, a yt 
tevant by twenty-five: a lieutenant-commander 
thirty-five; a commander by forty; a captain by 
forty-five, and reach flag rank by fifty. 

This is but, after all, only following a well-known 
pbysiologi law, in obtaining, in the individual, 
the proper combination of mental s with 
= vsical vigor, for the positions most requiring 
them. 

Should the vation aud the nation’s lawmakers 
once recognize the necessity of this law, the solution 
would bappily be settled. 

if we look at the present condition of the person- 
nel, as a whole, we may justly say it is one for shore 
duty in time, as opposed to one for war dut 
at sea. at is, ehould a war break out, maoy offi- 
cers would have to retire at once, on account of 
age, to make way for younger men. 

Why wait, then, to do this, until war suddenly 
bursts upon us? Looking to the material, we now 
see a new ship justly obliged to come " to @ speci- 
fied high speed, and why? Surely not for times of 
peace, but that she may be ready for the emergency 
at the critical moment in war. 

This neguirement eee then be demanded of the 

rsonnei and for the same reason. 
pet we again look abroad, we find the greatest a 
culties besetting the problem of how to presees e 
modern naval officer, taking into consideration the 
elements of the time allowed and existing require- 
ments. 

What age should he enteras naval cadet, aud with 
what qualifications? When leave school, and when 
obtain a post graduate course? How best combine 
study with sea duty; and, finally, how best get him 
in and out of certain grades at the proper ages, 80 as 
to make him m 9st efficieut for the service? 

This is indeed the real issue at stake, ant okies 
at it less radically seems to me as eimply 
the disease outwardly while the complaint requires 
an internal cure. _ 

One of these outward treatments in the past has 
been the creation of additional grades with the sub- 
sequent effect of still further stagnating promotion. 

Consulting solely the needs of the Service, we have 
by far too many grades, Let us see, tirst, what are 
required: There are the flag officers, or admirals; 
2d, commanding officers, or captains and com- 
manders; 3d, executive officers, or lieutenant-com- 
manders; 4th, watch officers, or lieutenaota, 
5th, junior officers, or sub-lieutenants. E 
commodores, at least, should be abolished. in 
ing, let us say that the steerage as & mess shou 
also be abolished, to the great savingin mess men. 

The time bonored name of midshipman should be 
restored in place of naval cadet. 

To then work out thescheme of putting the per- 
sonnel on this basis, the writer would recommend 
something like the following: The naval cadet to 
enter between the ages of 16 and 18, with acoll 
education. He would then leave the naval 
four years after at the age of be sub-lieutenant. 
After'a three years’ cruise, including a six months 

uate course at the Naval War Co 
then be promoted, at the age of 25, to 
tenant. After two cruises, and at the age of to 
lieutenant; at 40, and r one cruise, to com- 
mander; toaeaptain at 45 and after a two years’ 
cruise; finally, at 50, and after a two years pte 
to flag rank.

that it is the one to which we must resort ia tbe end, 
and the oply one which will help us to handle in 
war, the long hoped for Navy of the future, which 
is to finally restore us to our rightful position on the 
ocean.

THE SQUADRON @F EVOLUTION IN EUROPE. 


Port MAHON, ISLAND OF MINORCA, 
In THE MEDITERRANEAN SEA, Jan. 29, 1890. 

Just a week ago, on Jan. 22, the Chicago, Atlanta, 
Boston and York the ships forming the Squad- 
ron of Evolution under the command of Rear Ad- 
mizal J. G. Walker, steamed into the picturesque 
land-locked harbor of Port Mahon, and aroused the 
sleepy people of the quaint old town, gleaming 
white in the sunshine, into something like a state of 
surprised activity. Certainly, never before, could 
the “ oldest inhabitant” remember such a formid- 
able array of ships flying our beautiful banner in 
this port; and the salute to the Spanish flag, 
from the guns of the Chicago, officially announced 
the arrival of the American squadron in the har- 
bor of Port Mahon. Here the cruisers have rested 
awhile, having the whole harbor to themselves, 
presenting a trim and smart appearance, and an 
evidence of power in their grim armaments, which 
are features decidedly gratifying to those travelling 
Americans who regard with pride and affection the 
symbol of their country’s dignity and its proper re 
presentation abroad. 

Since leaving Boston harbor on Dec. 7, to the very 
last e from Cartagena to Port Mahon, the one 
great necessity of orgauizing the new cruisers into 
a squadron of evolution has been constantly em- 
pbhasized; and, 1n just the same proportion, it is 
gratifying to declare that the results of the drills 
and exercises are likely to be commensurate with 
the importance of the problems in new naval 
methods awaiting solution. Time, however, will 
develop and ect the whole system. But the 
ships, in respect to sea-going qualities, have 
established their promised reputation. During 
their recent passage of 14 days across the North At- 
lantic, combating a heavy gale and a dangerous 
cross sea most of the time, they proved stanch and 
seaworthy vessels; and the Chicago, which pre- 
sented so much more of her beautiful form to the 
force of the gale than did her consorts, went across 
the rough waters in graveful style, proving that she 
was not only a good sea boat but an unusually com- 
fortable one, even when the storm furies blustered 
in their most wrathful and dangerous mood. The 
Chicago, Atlanta, and Boston kept well together, 
the two smaiier vessels flanking the flagship, in 
“squadron formation,” the whole passage across 
the Atlantic. 

Look any time, from the flagship’s deck, the sister 
ships—Atlanta and Boston—were observed to be 
mig f performing their work and bebaving 
well, and making good weather in the heavy sea, 
keeping about 500 yards apart in the daytime and 
at nightfall opening out to 1,000 rds. The one 
mishap was an accident to the steering gear of the 
Yorktown, while she was hove to on the 13th of 
December. The previous night, which was thick 
and rainy, she bad dropped out of sight astern of 
her consorts, her lesser size rendering it —— 
that she should lie to and escape, if possible, the full 
fury of the terrific gale then blowing. An excellent 
sailor, like Commander Chadwick, naturally, was 
constantly on the alert, but the treachery of the sea 
finally out manoouvred him; and, after a short stay 
at Fayal, one of the Western Islands, for temporary 
repairs, the Yorktown reached the port of Lisbon 
two days after the otber ships of the squadron had 
auchored in the Tagus. 

The eqpesree remaioed ten days at Lisbon, and, 
during that time, the customary visits of ceremony 
were exchanged with the State, Naval, and Military 
officials. The U.8S.8. En from Gibraltar, 
temporarily joined the squadron on the 27th; and 
on the same day, Lieut. B. H. Buckingham, d's 
fresh from his duties as Naval Attaché to the U. 8. 
Legation at London, reported for duty on the flag- 
ship as secretary to the Commander-in-Chief. Dur- 
ing the stay of the squadron at Lisbon, the cere- 
monies in honor of the acclamation of the King of 
Portugal, Dom Carlos I., were observed with a great 
display of public gaiety. The American ships 
dressed with bunting, with Portuguese flag at the 
main, and several salutes were fired from the flag- 


ship. 

Admiral Walker and two of his commanders wit- 
nessed the coronation ceremonies, at the Cortes, 
from the diplomatic box: and the Admiral was 
present at the grand state dinner, given by the 
King and Queen to 200 guests, at the Ajuda Palace. 
The King personally expressed gratification at the 
presence of an American equadron in the Tagus at 
that time. 

On Dec. 31, the squadron sailed for Tangier, Mo- 
roceo. After a stay there of three days, “riding 
pracy ean the ships went through the straits for 

ibraitar, reaching the “Kock” on Jan. 5. Steaming 
in for Gibraltar, the anchorage crowded with some 
of the best and latest types of English battleships, it 
was a pleasant personal sensation to realize that our 
ships were not obsvulete, and were, perhaps, as per- 
fect in speed, qualities and armament as any of 
their class afloat. Certainly, the experience was a 
novel one; but it would not long remain so could 
our Legislators only inspect, with open eyes and 
minds, the mechanism of the werful battleships 
of European nations. Why will those “lords of the 
Senate’ make fine orations about our national 
strength and progress,and yet circumscribe that 
spirit of emulation which isa marked characteris- 
tic of the American naval officer? 1s it because the 
idea prevails that there should be a l’eace Navy and 
a War Navy? There is no such distinction. The 
Navy is for the purposes of war, and national inter- 
ests can be best advanced by ing our naval 
system with that understanding in the time of 
peace. Modern battleships and swift cruisers, per- 
manent squadrons for tactical drills and exercises, 
and offensive and defensive fleet movements, should 
all be provided for by legislative wisdom, and our 
new Navy would speedily become an object of na- 
tional pride as well asan efficient safeguard of our 
extensive seaboards of the Atlantic and the Pacific. 

Mavy home journals have already published vari- 
ous items relating to the movements of the cruisers 
in European waters, and, after an extended visit to 
the flagship, Mr. Aubrey Stanhope furnished the 
New York Herald with some interesting particu- 
lars of the Squadron of Evolution and its command- 
er-in-chief. But no outsider can know how well 
adapted is Admiral Walker for this special and im- 
portant experimental command; and, without 








doubt, his practical wisdom and wide knowledge, 
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with the additional experiences this cruise will fur- 
nish, will suggest to his mind mary improvements 
for consideration in relation to naval methods. Few 
nations could have a squadron commander so emi- 
nently practical, liberal minded and businesslike; 
and his manifold pleasant qualities—courteous and 
kindly bearing to all, direct and often humorous 
speec re personal traits which combine to form 
a strong and keenly observant character. Not long 
ago it was remarked, “While some men are going 
round a subject, looking for an opening, Admiral 
Walker gets into tne centre of it by making the 
opening himself;”’ and those words convey an idea 
of the qualities of the man who has worked so Jong 
and so consistently for the advancement of the new 


avy. 

At Lisbon the infiuenza—la grippe—invaded the 
agredeen. quien filling the bands of the doctors 
of the several ships witb tients; but, bappily, 
none of the cases proved sufficiently obstinate as to 
cause any alarm. Now, = has disap- 
peared, and good health generally prevails. But it 
could not be otherwise, one would think, at Port 
Mabon. Ina position midway between Burope and 
Africa, the harbor is the best in the Mediterranean. 
With picturesque scenery, agreeable climate, and 
historical associations which make surroundings in- 
teresting, and the constantly varied drills and ex- 
ercises, all tend to keep mind and bedy in a healthy 
state of activity. But tbe squadron will soon con- 
tinue its cruise; preparations are already being 
made for leaving this out-of-the-world spot; and it 
is expected that early next week the cruisers will 
reach the port of Toulon, on the French coast. 








LINEAL PROMOTION FOR LIEUTENANTS. 
Fort Riuey, Kas., Feb. 10, 1890. 
To the Lieutenants of the Army Whom it may Concern: 

GENTLEMEN: I take this means of addreesing you 
hoping that this notice may attract attention of all 
interested in the matter of lineal promotion of lieu- 
tenants of the line. 

in this connection I would first invite your 
attention to Paragraph 1204 of the Revised Statutes 
in force since June 22, 1874, and secondly to para- 
graphs 19, 20, 21 and 22, Revised Army Regulations. 

1 assert that Paragraph 22, R. A. R., is in direct 
conflict with the law upon this subject as plainly set 
forth in the paragrapb of statutes referred to and 
that all regimental promotions of lieutenants to the 
grade of captain made by the arbitrary rule of the 
War Department since the date mentioned were not 
warranted by law. :

l cite this article because with the author of it I 
applied at the time referred to for promotion to my 
proper regiment, the Ist Cavalry, as a first lieuten- 
ant. The reply from the War Department was in 
effect as given by “C. M.,”’ and so the rule has re- 
mained since, and now for the first time has been 
incorporated into the Army Regulations. 

For your further information 1 would state I 
have sought and obtained the best of legai advice 
upon this subject and have repeatedly been advised 
by sound legal authority to take my case tothe 
Court of Claims, and officers of high rank and good 
legal judgment have advised me to do the same, 
among them t~o officers of high rank on the Gen- 
eral Staff of the Army. 

In this connection I submit for your consideration 
the comments of one of the best law firms of Wash- 
ington, a firm which has made Army legislation a 
study and practice for years. 

“We entertain no doubt whatever in reference to 
the matter, that under the law all officers should be 

romoted lineall 7 in the several arms of the service. 

ut the difficulty would be to get acase properly 
before the courts. 

“Tf all those who would be affected the present 
system of the Adjutant General’s Office would 
unite, we would be willing to take charge of the 
case, and believe that we could adopt a plan by 
which we could get a case to the Court of Claims 
and have the whole question considered. We could 
not undertake, however, to go hunting for business 
by ascertaining who would be benefited by a change 
of the Department rue and then soliciting their co- 
operation. 

“As to get all the —— involved properly be- 
fore the court would take much time, and we would 
be at considerable expense, we would require a 
small retaining fee from each one of those who are 
interested, with an additional contingent fee in case 
of ultimate success.” 

I purpose taking my case to the Court of Claims 
in order to enforce a proper decision of this matter, 
but having only my salary as a means of support 
for myself and tamily | need the monetary co-ope- 
ration of all lieutenants who are interested in this 
cause, as legal talent cannot be obtained without 
proper remuneration. To quote from che firm re- 
ferred to, *‘ There is no voice so tuneless as an un- 
feed attorney.” 

I therefore ask that all lieutenants of the Army 
who desire to enforce the law upon the subject of 

romotion will send me their names and state if 

ey are willing to pay a small fee to inaugurate the 
case before the court and a liberal or reasonable fee 
to our attorneys in case of success. 
far as | am personally coneerned, | desire it 
understood that my motive in this matter is not to 
obtain a difference of back pay due me, but simply 
to correct the injustice which bas been done in the 
non-enforcement of the law. 

It is a well-known fact that Congress is, and has 
been for several years, jealous of any effort of 
Army officers to recover back pay, and if the re- 
cent decision of the Attorney General in the Wat- 
son case is a sound legal argumeut, then lieutenants 
who have accepted pay as such could claim no back 
pay asduethem. In other words, if you as an offi- 
cer of the Government have your pay withheld for 
any apparent reason by the accounting officers of 
the Treasury, but in your financial distress have 
been forced to accept what you could draw, you 
have given a receipt in full to the Government. 

lcan only congratulate you, in closing, that we 
have a Supreme Court.

“CENTURION” is afraid that, on count of noses, 
Par. 955, requiring inspections by post commanders 
once a year will be done away with, and it ought to 
be. It may increase the dignity ef the inspector- 
general, but [doubtif they do any good, except to 
be pigeon-holed. Have any of the recent reforms 
come from these reports? Not one; and, on the 
contrary, I know of some post commanders who for 
years had no tattoo roll call, but they did not repurt 
this, but had goud commands all the same. There 
is a tendenvy now to impress upon the Army the 
great importance of the inspector-general and his 
assistants, The Army have gotten along very well 
for a number of years, and this infusion of young 
blood will not disturb the serenity of the Army one 
bit, and they will laugh just the same and go on as 
of old and not be unbalanced at the attempt to 
magnify the importance of inspectors. A good trial 
and dismissal by a Court-martial for neglect of duty 
has more effect than all the inspection reports, and 
this discipline lies in the hands of the line of the 
Army and the department commanders. The latter 
are getting tired of the independence of inspectors 
and a reaction is bound to come. 

if these reports of post commanders are valuable, 
well then do away with inspectors (except for 
money accounts) and let the line attend to their 
business. I remember years ago that the approach 
vf an inspector was looked upon as a grand occa- 
sion. He found fault when required and spoke words 
of praize when deserved. Now all is intense aecrecy 
and nothing is known but faults found, and as to 
rebuttal evidence, that ts not to be thougbt of. 
Legislation may give rank. clerks and messengers, 
but it will not give hearty respect and co-operation 
of wortby officers, unless some of the present sys— 
tems of unnecessary fault-fioding and small poiuts 
made is done away with. We invite a generous 
handling with gloves off, but we also want to know 
what is good as well as bad. The greatest command 
ers have not withheld praise and their example 
might well be imitated by rulings in the Inepector- 
General’s Department, if they desire the hearty co- 
operation and respect of the line. Diminish our re- 
ports, ye od too many, and bring to trial all offi- 
cers not efficient in all duties, isa much-desired re- 
commendation by inepectors.

RESULTS OF FIELD MANCUVRES. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


THE sameness which is the bane of garrison life 
was swept awuy by the autumn manceuvres of 1889 
in the Department of the Missouri and replaced by 
variety both pleasant and instructive. Several 
months, indeed, before the issue of orders, rumors 
were frequent and gave rise to agreeable anticipa- 
tions. Orders came in due time announcing the 
place and details of the concentration, and pre- 
scribing the course of instruction. 

Troops, companies and batteries suddenly showed 
new life and esprit. ~y | officers, for the first 
time, enjoyed the hope that opportunity might 
come for distinction—for distinction akin ‘o that 
koown only in war. The responsibility of squad, 
company, battalion and regimental commanders, 
always gieat, assumed a greater weight and deeper 
meaning. Ambition came again to many who long 
ago had fluog it away. “To pluck bright honor 
from the pale-faced moon,” or other difficult place, 
seemed an easy matter to some. 

The orders recommended Shaw’s work on tactics 
as the best to study in preparation. All secured 
copies and began to study that English book. It 
seemed a great ene A have togo toa foreign author, 
and we hoped our Tactical Board would give us a 
tactics betore the next manceuvres. 

There was much impatience to begin the march, 
and officers and men were ready to mount aud be 
off long before the time fixed. Our course was 
south through the fertile fields and thriving towns 
of Kansas. The country is beautiful and richly 
worth all the troubles it gave in the 50's. 

Our colonel was atthe head of the column. He 
had been part of greater *‘ pomp and circumstance,’ 
but was evidently proud of bis command, which 
was only eight troops of cavalry and one battery of 
artillery. After three years of faithful toil, he saw 
his reward 1n the splendid state of his regiment. 

Each pretty town turned out to see and greet us, 
as we entered with flying colors and sounding trum- 
pets. The shrill martial music of the latter lent in- 
spiration to such occasions. There was not a man 
from the colonel to the last private but felt a 
quicker beat of the heart; and even our borses were 
clearly proud of those buglers. This trumpet corps 
excited much admiration and comment during the 
manceuvies. 

Camp was always made at the edge of towns, and 
became at once the centre of trade and population. 
That we were a big show was plainly seen in the 
looks, words and acts of men, women and children. 
The children were delighted beyond measure. The 
people came and mingled freely with us, and were 
welcome. At one review it is estimated that there 
were 400 carriages, besides many on foot and horse- 
back. 

Many veterans of the Grand Army were met, who 
said we brought back old times and made them want 
“to soldier again.” — 

The trip was heartily enjoyed, and was beveficial 
in a high aogres. To wany who had marched over 
the unsettled plains of Dakota and Montana before, 
it was likea picnic. We were among the first to 
reach the ery ofassembly. Our camp, named for 
Gen. Schofield, was on the Cuilocco, a small branch 
of the Arkansas. The country is rolling and was 
then covered with a fine growth of good grass. 
Other troops, cavalry. artillery and infantry were 
coming every day. We could first see the sdvanced 
guard, then the flankers, and at last the main body 
approaching in tactical fashion. 

Gen. Merritt's official report gives in detail the 
operations st Camp Schofield. That officer was 
greatly pleased at their eutire success, and at the 
unbounded interest shown by all. About 1.600 Re- 
gulars were brought together, and many different 
organizations given an opportunity of seeing each 
other. 

The extended course of instruction was wisely 
and skilfully accomplished, by allotting to each 
day an easy portion, which was ably giveaj and 
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eagerly received. For once there seemed to be 
something new under the sun, andall gave profound 
attention. Never were more willing pupils. We 
learned something of the tactics of Home and 
Shaw, who have culled the latest and best ideas of 
the Germans for the use of the English Army. A 
new system cannot be adopted and learned ip a 
day, and wesaw enough to make us wish our board, 
then in session nearly two years, bad been ap- 
pointed earlier. The study of Shaw and Home 
made it plain we were far behind the times. 

Attack and defence in extended order were ex- 
ecuted with the vim and zeal of actual war, if not 
with the skill of years of drill. Raids, patrols, and 
reconnoissances were made with full realization 
that the enemy was at hand, and that a brush or 
capture was possible. 

The rules for defeat, escape, or capture were con- 
ventional, but based on principle, and were care- 
fully studied and conned by all. Written reports of 
operations and sketches of the country traversed 
were required of officers. We saw victories and de- 
feats, escapes and captures; in fact, all the passions, 
in wild form, of actual war. The rules of coutact 
mede accident or injury improbable. Hostile forces 
were distinguished by their dress of brown and 
blue. A captured troop of cavalry, dismounted and 
crestfallen, was marching off to adorn the triumph 
of ite enterprising foe. The chief umpire came up, 
reversed the decision, and gave the captor to the 
captured. The effect was cruel, but cannot be told 
in words, The former captor felt, for a time, 
“there was nothing in the world left to him but 
honor and life.” 

Most of us saw for the first time the encampment 
of a division. Company, battalion, regimental, 
brigade, and division headquarters bad their appro- 
priate places. The field hospital was some distance 
io rear. 

The organization, administration, and mobiliza- 
tion of adivision were practicaliy shown. All the 
details of outposts and the marching of armies were 
earefully taught and executed. Officers were uas- 
sembled on saturday to hear the criticisms of the 
Division Commander, Gen. Merritt, on the opera- 
tions of the week. All enjoyed these meetings and 
found them very instructive. There was plenty of 
time for recreation, and good shooting was found 
bear by. 

In few instances have three weeks of Army life in 
time of peace passed so quickly and pleasantly as at 
Camp Schofield. The supply of farm produce was 
abundant, of excellent quality, and reasonable price. 

The manceuvres of 1889 were virtually the first in 
this Department, and will, no doubt, be greatly ex- 
tended and developed in future years. Nothing 
could be of greater value to the Army, or could 
merit more encouragement and support. NeEmo. 








SECRETARY TRACY’s RESIDENCE. 


‘A CORRESPONDENT of the Brooklyn Eagle says: 
“The United Service Club, one of the finest organi- 
zations in Washington, composed exclusively of 
officers of the Army and Navy and having about 
500 members, bas entered into negotiations with the 
representative of Secretary Tracy looking to the 
erection of a handsome club house on the site of the 
Secretary's partially destroyed residence. Theclub 
already bas a building fund of $50,000, and for some 
time has been examuning the best locations in the 
swell northwestern portion of the city, especially in 
the neighborhood of Farragut square. It had ex- 
amined the Bacon House before Secretary Tracy 
bought it and made improvements, but that was in 
midsummer, and while the subject was under con- 
sideration the Secretary took the building out of 
the market. 

“A few days ago, when the managers of the club 
learned that SecretaryTracy would under no circum- 
stances ever occupy the h«-use again or live upon its 
site, through personal friends he was asked to sell 
the property to theclub. This, it is understood, he 
refused to do, but expressed his willingness to give 
the club a lease on the lot fora long term, prefer- 
ably for ninety-nine years. The Secretary will 
never part with the property on account of the sad 
associations connected with it, nor will he make 
personal use of it, but, it is understood, he favors 
the plan of making ita source of income for him- 
self and his heirs and having it held by an influen- 
tial organization. 

“The house is pow inthe hands of the insurance 
companies, which bad $25,000 in rieks on the dwell- 
ing. As soon as they bave decided on the extent of 
damages the negotiations with the United Service 
Club wilil probably be satisfactory and the club will 
at once break ground for the erection of a haudsome 
house. The Secretary’s improvemerct has contin- 
ued and his friends are delighted with his condition. 
He is doing no work whatever, but is leaving all of 
the administration of the Navy Department to Com. 
modore Ramsay.”’ 








THE ARMY IN PEACE. 


At a banquet given by the Colorado Commande 
of the Military Order L. L. at Denver, Feb. 4, Col. 
H. C. Merriam, 7th 0. S. Laf., spoke in response to 
the toast of the ** Army in Peace,” as follows: 


Tf I should say that this question were a new one it might 
surprise most of you. And yet such is the tact. When the 
great wars of our history bave ended and the hosts of voilun- 
teers “came marching bome” applauded and honored by a 
grateful peopie, to spend the remainder of life recounting 
war memories and exploits, and building monuments, our 
Regular Army, consisting of a few battalions of devoted 
mep, has marched back to the vast frontiers, uafeasted, un- 
sung, and almost unobserved, to resume the bardships and 
dangers of the Indian trail, and the social delights of the 
“dug out.” Such has been the occupation of the Regular 
Arwy io the iatervals of great wars, uniil a continent has 
been redeemed from the painted savage and put into peace- 
able possession of our ple. And now, for the first time, 
your Army comes marching home from its long cam 
folds its baoners, stacks arms, salutes, and reports for orders. 

What those orders shall be, my friends, will depend upon 
the wisdom of your lawmakers in Congress and upon our 
Commander-in-Chief. They will do well to observe that the 
state of military preparation in allthe great countnmes of 
Europe was never at so bigh a standard as to.day, while the 
immense fleets of fast-sailing steamships everywhere avail- 


able have reduced the probiem of landing great armies on 
our shores to a question of from seven to ten days. Add to

art of war have been made ingly more intricate 
and difficult, and at the same time more essential than ever 
before. Woe to the general who blunders in bis strategy or 
tactics to-day ! for bis enemy will not wait for new forma- 
tions, and ruin will come swifter than the cyclone and more 
terrible than the earthquake. And woe to the nation that 
matches mere numbers of men against the skill and disci- 
plins of trained armies to-day! for the greater the numbers 
ex , the more terrible will be their sla ter. The 
hordes of barbarians that went down before pike and 
javelin of ancient Greece and Rome, and the battle-e xe and 
cross-bow of the Middle Ages are but faint suggestions of 
what would happen to-day under simiiar circumstances. 
What then shall be done? We have the best mili 
West Point training ag wicely ax posse stove the people 
nt training as widely as possibile among peo 
This can be done by slightly increasing the pay of enlisted 
men, and raisi e standard so asto give us only young 
men of establis character, with at jeast a common school 
education. Wecan then turn our py -— into military 
schools, illustrating on the campus lessons of the class- 
room, and, after a single term of four send these 
men back to the people. They would natu drift 
National Guard, and give to that organiza! a 
national character, which it now bas not.

THE CANTEEN AT FORT SIDNEY. 


Tue report of Colonel H. A. Morrow on the opera- 
tion of the canteen at Fort Sidney, Neb., contains 
many interesting and instructive remarks, which 
are evidently dictated by a just appreciation of the 
proverbial functions of a canteen. As this is the 
oldest canteen in the Army, his remarks will have 
more than the usual weight. The report of Capt. 
Stone, 2lst Infantry, the officer in charge of the 
canteen, shows that $76935 were distributed as 
profits during the six months ending Dec. 31, 1889. 
In this connection Adjutant-General Kelton says: 
“It would appear that a revision of the scale of 
prices now ruling, would, without endaugering the 
financial stability of the establishment, result in 
greater benefit tothe men. The profits during the 
siX months ending Dec. 31, 1889, were as follows: On 
beer, over 50 per cent., cigars, nearly 19, cigarettes, 
over 76, mineral water, nearly 95, wine, over 51, 
tobacco, over 129, pipes, 116, oysters, nearly 10. 
While the tax, to tbe consumer, on beer and wine 
does not seem excessive, it is evident that the per- 
centage on tobacco and pipes (aot perishable arti- 
cles) is too great.” 

In co uence of the close preximity of the post to the 
towo of Sidney, and the ease with which intoxicating 
drinks could be procurred, drunkenness and disorderly con- 
duct prevailed in the command to an extent that was 
almost uncontrollabie. This fact largely influenced me in 
taking prompt and decided action in permitting the sale in 
the canteen of winesand beer. The good effect was per- 
ceptible at once. Drunkenness was reduced almost to the 
minimum, and cases of neglect of duty and disorderly con- 
aes — 1 me so rare as to make their occurrence a noticea- 

je fact. 

The canteen has now become an established institution in 
the U.8. Army, and its merits are so many and so t that 
[ think it altogether improbable it will ever be disturbed. 
It may be improved upon, but will never be dispensed with. 
After 10 years continuous careful observation of the effect 
ofa canteen upon the well being and 
commands lam prepared to say, that when properly con- 
ducted, it isa beneficent institution ata military post. It 
allays discoutents, is a great source of economy to the en- 
listed men, keeps those in garrison who would otherwise 
find their social enjoyments beyend its limits, enables men 
to preserve their self-respect by keeping them from public 
drinking places and other questionable resorts, reduces the 
use of strong iotoxicants toa minimum, affords orderly, 
clean and | lighted rooms in which the men can enjoy 
themselves with games and innocent amusements without 
being broughtin contact with the recklessand d y 
elements of civil society, and promotes sociability and good 
wanners among the men of cifferent organizations, It has 
been observed in this command that larger amounts of 
money are deposited with paymasters when the canteen is 
10 successful operation than at any other time. 
Itis a fact which has been noticed by merchants, that 
soldiers in garrisons where there are 1 conducted can- 
teens exvend more money in articles of dress and comfort, 
than do soldiers at garrisons not similarly situated. It is to 
be understood that these results can be expected only where 
canteens are properly conducted. 
The sale of rand wines should be always a matter of 
secondary consideration, and the idea that tbe principal ob- 
ject of a canteen isto make money should be most rigidly 
excluded from the mind. The object to be kept constantly 
rsonD managing or controlling a canteeo should 
ne very best article at the lowest ble 
compatible with profits sufficient to defray 
the institution. {n this consists the economy to the . 
The fact that the profits of the canteen go to increase the 
company fuud and improve the company mess cannot, in 
my opinion, affect this principle. A large company fur is 
by no means a company biessing. What is desired that 
greater facilities and inducements should be held out to the 
soldier to make larger permanent saviogs from his 
thereby etdieg to his contentment, and the econom 
mansqomens of the canteen may be made to do much in this 
direction. 
Itseemsto me that tbe order of the War Department, 
now a part of the Army Regulations, in requiring ali the 
profits of the canteen to be turned over to the company 
fund is a mistake. 
In their proper seasons, field sports and outdoor amuse- 
ments are nearly as essential to the health and contentment 
of a command as a good oomoany mem. It was a saying of 
the Duke of Welliagton that Battle 00 
won on the c grounds of ve it is 
possible that by devoting a portion of tbe profits of canteens 
to the purchasing of foot balie and other appliances for out- 
door sports, these institutions might be used not only to 
contribute to the health and contentment of the enlisted 
men, but as a means also of adding to their value and effi- 
ciency as soldiers. The amouat of reading matter now sup- 
plied the Army by the Q. meut is not sufficient. A 
portion of the profits of the canteen could and should be, in 
my opivion, applied to giving the men a greater variety and 
a larger quantity of reading matter in the shape of books as 
well as magazines and otber periodicals. i ia 
The report also gives a history of the development 
of the canteen system and the efforts of local 
traders to interfere with its sale of wipe and beer. 
These were happily frustrated bya legal determina- 
tion of military control over Government reserva-

The Major General Commanding the Army has directed 
that, except in case of special permission from bis head- 
quarters to a field battery, based on urgent necessity, it is 
strictly forbidden to keep any field artillery in garrison uno- 
der paulins only. It must be kept housed except when taken 
out for drill, practice firing, or salutes, and will be promptly 
returned when such duty is completed. No requisition for 
field guns, carriages, caissons, ttery wagons, or forges 
will be forwarded except in case of urgent necessity, which 
the Division Commander wili determine, unless it be 
ported at the same time that proper protection has been 
previously provided. Many posts have recently been sup- 
plied witb gins, rollers, blocks, shifting plank, etc,, for in- 
struction in =nechapical manceuvres. These supplies are 
costly and perishable, and wil) be kept constantly housed 
when notin use. For the care and preservation of such 
materia!, Part IV. of the authorized * Manual ot Heavy Ar- 
tillery Service” gives detailed regulations. 

Post commanders will give immediate attention to these 
matters,and take such action as may be necessary for the 
thorough execution of the instructions herein given.

COURT-MARTIAL CASES, 


In a case recently tried at Fort McDowell, A. T., wherea 
prisoner, awaiting trial, refused to go out to work under 
charge of asentioel and was found guilty, Gen. Grierson 
says: “The reviewing authority regards the orders given 
the accused, referred to in the specifications to the second 
cbarge, us contrary to the provisions of Paragraph 999, 
A. R. Superior officers bave no right to take advantage ot 
their rank to give commands which are not authorized b 
law and regulation; such commands are not such us will 
make disobedience to them criminal. The manner in whicb 
the judge-udvocate conducted the trial of this case, shows a 
dispusition on his part to place the accused before the court 
in the most unfavorable hgbt. Much of the testimony in- 
troduced was irrelevant aod uncalled for, and its intro- 
duction displayed a teeling of antagonism toward the ac- 
cused, unbecoming in one whose duty requires him to pro- 
tect the prisoner as well as prosecute the case in the name 
of the United Staies. The proceedings, flodings and sen- 
tence are disapproved. ‘The prisoner will be released from 
confinement.” 

In the case of a corporal recently tried at Fort Robinson 
the reviewing au'hority, Gen. Brooke, says: “The findings 
and sentence are approved, except the finding to the 2d 
spevitication to the Ist charge, which is disapproved. The 
evidence clearly shows that Corpl. Harris was piacved ino 
arrest by tbe lst sergeant of hiscompany. This being in 
violation of A. R. 998, there was no legal status of arrest 
and consequently there could be no breach. Non-commis- 
siuned Officers can exercise the power of arrest only in such 
cases as would come under the 24th Article of War.”

GRANT’S FIRST SPEECH TO HIS MEN. 
Masor JosepH W. WHAM, the Army paymaster at 
Tucson, Arizona, is in town lookivg after the adjust- 
ment of bis acconnts. Early in the war Maj. Wham 
was a lieutenant in Gen. Grant’s regimeat, the 21st 
lliinois. ** We werein for 30 days at first and had a 
colonel who wore two pistols in his belt and made 
speeches on dress parade,’’ he said to a circie of 
friends at the Ebbitt last night. **‘ We refused to re- 
enlist unless we could have a new colonel, and the 
case was presented to Gov. Dick Yates while the re 
giment was camped at Springfield. ([t was then that 
Col. U. 3. Grant was assigned to our regiment, 
and the Governor suggested that the boys be en 
thused with some speeches, by Logan or one or two 
others. The programme was carried out, and the 
boys, who had been worked up toa three-cheers- 
and-a-tiger state of mind and were accustomed to 
epeeches froin their old colonel, called for ‘Grant,’ 
*Grant,’ ‘Col. Grant,’ with the accent on both 
words. There was a slight hesitation,and thes Col. 
Grant, who had been sitting down, arose and made 
an effective address without annenstion the English 
language. It could hardly be divided into the tbree 
rts required for rhetoricians, for it consisted of 
ut four words, to wit: ‘Go to your quarters.’ I told 
the story once at a reuoion when Grant was present 
and the veterans took it witha storm of applause, 
but the old commander never smiled. [t was one of 
those incidents of peseeeney Acate discipline which 
he thought ought never to be alluded to at reunions, 
and I have never told it since.”’ 





NEW PUBLICATIONS. 


The March Century will contain one of the moet 
interesting of Jefferson’s Autobiography, as, among 
other things, it tells how the characters of Asa 
Trencbard and Lord Dundreary grew in his hands 
and those of the elder Ssothern—of whom there is 
a portrait also. Jefferson’s reminiscences of ‘*The 
Duchess,” as Laura Keene was called, are particu- 
larly ioteresting. 

Jobn Ericsson, the great engineer, in a confidental 
letter, written March 23, 1866, said: “The great 1m - 
portance of what I[ call the subaquatic system of 
naval warfare strongly presented itself to my mind 
in 1826; yet [ have not during this long interval 
communicated my ideas toa single person, except- 
ing y ony ed Napoleon Iif. What I knew 12 years 
ago, be knows, with regard to the general result of 
my labors, but the details remain a secret with me. 
The Moniior of 1856 was the visibis part of my sys- 
tem, and its grand features were excluded from its 
publisbed drawings and descriptions.” Among 
Ericason’s papers were found, after his death, a 
series of autograph pencil drawings, showing these 
concealed features of his monitor system as origi- 
nally conceived. They represent the ideus of sub- 
aquatic attack first presented in the Destroyer in 
1978, after being withheld from the public gaze by 
Oe oe er: These rude sketches

in Scribner's for March. 4 ” ”

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


THe names proposed by the Sydney Morning 
Herald for tbe new Australian cruisers recall 
those of our naval vessels during the war. They 
are lllawarra, Wonnaminta, Kiama, Paramatta, 
and such like names. 

AN example of tbe value of the prow of the un- 
armored cruiser Conquest bas been given at Singa- 
pore, where she was fouled by a merchant steamer 
while coming into the roads. She was an iron ves- 
sel, and the ram of the Conquest went right through 
her plates like paper. Tue Conquest slipped her 
eable and backed astern so as to get clear of the 
steamer, which was so damaged that her captain 
thought the best thing to do was to run her ashore. 

Tue 4°7-inch Armstrong quick-firing guns are ac- 
tually in course of being mounted in the auxiliary 
batteries of the Trafalgar. Several are already 
fitted. The Trafalgar will be the first vessel to 
possess them. To provide steel shields for them, 
which are 4% in. thick, with the greatly increased 
quantity of ammunition, and the 3-in. plating of 
the * box battery”’ which contains these guns, has 
added nearly tons to the weight of the Trafal- 
gar, and brought her dowa in the water 11}¢ in. 

THE Secretary of the Navy haviog rejected the 
bids of Samuel L. Moore and Sons, of Elizabethport, 
N. J., for the coustruction of the two 1,000 ton gun- 
boats and the 800-ton practice vessel, on the ground 
that they do not possess the necessary plant for the 
work and capnoot provide it within the required 
limit, it is probable that the contract for the two 
vessels first named will be awarded to the next low- 
est bidders, the Bath Iron Works of Maine, at $637,- 
000 for the two. As the Ehizabethport Company 
were the only bidders for the practice ship that ves- 
sel will be readvertised. 

THE passage of the bill authorizing the issue of 
dupticate certificates of discharge of enlisted men of 
the Navy and Marine Corps who have lost the origi- 
nals, bas materially increased the labor of the al- 
ready busy clerks iv the Bureau of Navigation. 
Application for these discharges are pouring in by 
the hundreds, forcibly illustrating the carelessness 
of “Jack Tar.’ All requests are being promptly 
complied witb. For the information of applicants 
for these discharges, we would state that tbe Bur- 
eau of Navigation will furnish application blanks 
to those desiring them, and when these are once 











properly filled out there will be no difficulty or de- 
lay in obtaining the certificate uf discharge. The 
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following is the text of the law under which these 
certificates are furnished; The law provides for the 
issue of discharges for the War of 1812, the Mexican 
War and the Rebellion, on proper proof of service.

It would cover 
the unhealthy swamps that at present render the 
surrounding land uninhabitable, and would 
enormously increase the vaiue of the 500,000 heo- 
tares of Jand owned by the Panama Company. As 
this lake would be 24 kiloms. in length, it would only 
be necessary to cut 50 kiloms., and nothing would

FIFTY-FIRST CONGRESS—FIRST SESSION. 


Congress has at last got down to business, and as 
the House is now operating under a new set of rules, 
that are framed more for the purpose of facilitating 
than hampering legislation, there is a reasonable 
chance for the passage of afew good military and 
naval measures. The Senute is moving along in its 
usual guiet but effective way, bills being passed as 
they are reached on the calendar without the pro- 
longed debate and heated controversy so character- 
istic of the lower branch of Congress. The Senate, 
very properly, depends on its committees to inquire 
into the merits of the various measures, and when 
they are once reported favorably it rarely happens, 
except in the most important cases, that any time ia 
waated in debate by this legislative tribunal. This 
is demonstrated by the promptness with which the 
following, among many other measures, have been 
passed since our last report : 

S. 1359, authurizing the appointment of an Assist- 
ant Secretary of War, at a salary of $4500 per an- 
num; S. 129, to increase the retired pay of Asst. 
Engr. H. D. Potte, U.S. N.; 8. 381, for relief of sold- 
iers and sailors who enlisted under assumed names; 
8. 1007, to relieve Col. Daniel McClure from the in- 
debtedness charged against bim on the b»oks of the 
Treasury Department; 8. 128,to place Fred. N. Kress, 
late naval cadet, on retired list of the Navy; S. 464, 
appropriating $125,000 for a revenue cutter for ser- 
vice on the Pacific Coast; S. 361, for the sale of Fort 
Sed wick, Col., military reservation; 8. 1022, Paes 
widow of Comdr. 8. Baker a pension of $50 per 
montb; S. 131, to increase retired pay of Asst. Kagr. 
Jabez Burchard; 38. 226, to authorize the President 
to confer brevet rank on officers of U. S. Army for 
services in Indian campaigns. An amendment was 
made to this bill, providing that brevet commissions 
issued thereunder should bear date only from the 
passage of the act; provided, however, that the date 
of the particular heroic act shall appear in the com- 
mission; S. 1074, to restore and retire John Hollis 
McBlair, who was dropped from the retired list of 
the Army in 1884, under the decision of the Court of 
Claims that his commission was illegal, for the rea- 


son that the President cannot restore an officer by a } 


mere revocation of a previous order. 

The Committee on Military Affairs report ad- 
versely on the bill (S. 743) authorizing the President 
to place Capt: William H. Hammer on the retired 
list of the Army as major, for the reason that while 
the services of Capt. Hammer have been honorable 
and creditable, they have not been so exceptional 
as to give him a claim to higher rank, on retirement, 
than can be given to other captains who have 
served honorably and creditably for thesame length 
of time, including war service. 

In view of the fact that the accounting officers 
would undoubtedly have credited him under the 
acts of 1870-74 bad claimant been aware—before the 
expiration of those acts—of the deficit, and iu view 
also of the fact that the claimant disbursed over 
$27,000,000 from 1861 to 1883 as deputy quartermaster- 
general without the loss off a penny the Senate 
Military Committee report favorably on the bill for 
the relief of Lieut.-Col. Charles G. Sawtelle, U. 8. 
Army, of the amount suspended against him by the 
accounting officers of the Treasury in the settle- 
ment of his secret-service fund accounts, viz. $126.40. 

The Senate Military Committee at its regular 
meeting on Thursday agreed to report favorably: 
S. 1006, to place on the files of the War Department 
the names of officers and men of an organization 
known asthe Frontier Guards and issue discharges 
to them; 8S. 1252, to promote Major James Belger a 
colonel on the retired list; S. , providing that 
persons ee discharged from military and 
naval service sh be preferred for appointments 
to civil offices. A large number of important pri- 
vate bills were acted upon adversely. 

The only business transacted by the Senate Naval 
Committee this week was the adoption of adverse 
reports on S. 2213, to regulate the pay of employees 
at the Washington pare gaes S. 2214, to remune- 
rate employees in U. 8S. Navy-yards for time lost in 
consequence ef injuries received therein; S. 1025, 
for the relief of Commander George M. Bache, U. 8. 
Navy, retired. 

The Army Appropriation Bill has been under con- 
sidera‘ion by the House Mili Committes at i's 'ast 
two meetings. It is now practically in shape to be 
reported to the House the early part of next week. 
Few changes over the appropriations for the cur 
rent year have been made, and no items of special 
legisiation of any importance will be contained in 
the new bill. Tne aggregate amount will be about 
the same as last year. 

Estimates have recently been submitted to Con- 
gress by the Secretary of the Navy for the erection 
of a fire proof ae for the storage of records 
belonging to the U. S. Marine Corps, 25,000; to supply 
a deficiency for the publication of charts by the 
Hydrograpbie Office, $3 000; to pay outstanding bills 
forthe equipment of vessels, $1,865; to relieve disburs- 
ing officers of the Navy for checkages made against 
their accounts in the office of the 4th Auditor for 
sums paid to employees between the dates of their 
sppelntment and the date of taking the oath of 
office, $639. 

From the Secretary of War estimates have beea 
submitted for improvements at the lndianapolis 
Arsenal, $30,110; for water supply at the Watervliet 
Arsenal. $5,541.

been or may be recommended for gallant service in action

Sec. 3. That brevet rank shall be considered strictly hon- 
orary, and shall confer no pri ot or com- 
mand not already provided forio the statutes which em- 
body the rules and articles governing the Army of the 
United States. 

Sec. 4. That all laws and clauses of laws in conflict with 


this act are hereby repealed.

Why punishing a soldier for insolently 
disobeying a lawful order—and we assume the order 
to assist in repairing a portion of the public quar- 
ters in an emergency was Jawful—should be termed 
an outrage we are at a loss to discover.

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MORE MONITOR MISREPRESENTATION. 


A WRITER, signing himself ‘‘ G. L. O.,” who fur- 
nished the New York Times of last Sunday with a 
variety of misinformation concerning the monitors, 
says *‘ the loss of the Captain settled beyond doubt 
the unseaworthiness of the monitor type.” This is 
a fair specimen of the ignorant or prejudiced mis- 
statements that are used to discredit the monitor 
type. The Captain, as every one should know who 
assumes to speak on the subject, was a vessel so 
top-heavy that it turned turtle in a moderate gale 
of wind and went, bottom-side up, down into the 
depths of the Bay of Biscay. 

Now, the centre of gravity in a monitor is so low 
that, whatever else may happen, it cannot possibly 
be upset. Ericsson always insisted that the use of 
canvas was incompatible with low freeboard, 
though he so far yielded to the wishes of the Navy 
Department as to prepare a scheme for carrying 
canvas on the Dictator. He argued strenuously 
against such an abortion as the Captain, and it 
would be as fair to charge Abraham Lincoln with 
the heresies of Jefferson Davis on the subject of 
Secession as it is to attempt to saddle the Captain 
on to the monitor system. 

The vessel whose action at sea John Rodgers de- 
scribed was a monitor, built by Ericsson. Compare 
its behavior with that of the vessel built by that 
conceited and most unfortunate aspirant for the 
honors of Ericsson, Cowper Coles! When his ship 
was last seen off Cape Finisterre, she was carrying 
royals. She was encumbered with a hurricane de2k, 
20 or 80 feet above the sea level, and upon this deck 
were stored boats, anchors, and all the gear neces- 
sary to work the ship. Thus topweighted, and 
carrying two massive turrets of 27 feet diameter, 
and ponderous side armor, she was easily pushed 
over beyond the line of safety by the leverage of 
her masts and sails. The Captain was one of the 
‘* improved” monitors we hear so much about. We 
may abandon the monitor type for some other, but 
no one can improve upon its essential ideas, for it 
1s the one war structure floating upon the sea which 
is absolutely controlled by the logical requirements 
of a given purpose. 

Has “G. L O.” ever heard of the attempt that 
was made at the Navy Department during the war 
to “improve” upon Ericsson's plans in building a 


learned what was doing, Ericsson protested and 
protested over and over again, in the most vigorous 
language, that these vessels were doomed to failure. 
No attention was paid to these protests and millions 





fleet of ‘light draught monitors”? As soon as he - 
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were spent in building twenty vessels which proved 
to be utterly worthless because of their inability to 
keep afloat. Yet an English professional paper 
presented a cut of one of these vessels to its readers 
as representing an Ericsson monitor. And here 
comes “G. L. C.” in this year of grace, making 
asimilar misrepresentation, for which he can not 
claim even the merit of priority. 

To the development of the monitor type, John 
Ericsson devoted for more than a third of a century 
the best engineering talent of his time, and the 
largest engineering experience in this line. What 
he accomplished is not to be set aside by any 
attempt to fasten upon him the responsibility for 
the ignorance of those whose efforts to escape the in- 
evitabie requirements of his system have resulted in 
failure and disaster. 

As to what “G. L. C.” says in explanation of the 
loss of the original monitor it is sufficient to call 
upon him for his proof. He is flatly contradicted 
by the results of an inquiry into this disaster by 
the man most interested in learning the facts, and 
and is in direct opposition to the description given 
by Capt. Fox, of the effect of the waves upor a 
monitor, which we published last week. The early 
monitors were made the victims of stubborn sailor 
ideas that did not apply at all to such structures. 
For example, the bottom of the turret and the deck 
plates made ciose contact but not an absolutely 
watertight joint. Ericsson provided against this 
inevitable and calculable leakage, which was no 
serious matter. But to a sailor a leak is a leak. 
So, when the Monitor left New York for Hampton 
Roads some ‘‘expert” at the Brooklyn Navy-yard 
insisted upon keying up the turret and crowding 
oakum under it. The result was that the oakum 
worked out, leaving lumps here and there, and 
what was a trifling leak became a serious one. The 
same thing was done by Captain Bankhead when 
he started south with the Monitor on her last 
voyage. Ericsson made a careful investigation of 
the circumstances, and he always insisted what it 
was to the leak, 50 feet long, thus established, that 
the loss of his vessel was due. As it was, she was 
four hours in sinking, after the water got ahead of 
the pumps. As to the overhang breaking away, 
etc., Ericsson recalled his expericnce with Percival 
Drayton. This excellent officer insisted that his 
vessel, the Passaic, was undergoing this experience 
and was not safe. It was the builder of the monitor 
against her captain, and the controversy could be 
settled in but one way. The vessel was put on the 
dock and carefully examined, when it was found 
that not a single rivet or seam had started. A 
report, signed by S. C. Rowan, Captamw, U. 8. N.; 
Chas. W. Copeland, George W. Quintard, M. F. 
Merritt and Jos. J. Comstock, said, in 1863, Jan. 2, 
of the Passaic; ‘‘The ship, so far as the Board 
could discover, is not strained or injured by the 
gales she has encountered.” 

Admiral Sherard Osborn, R. N., told the British 
Committee on Naval Designs that he was informed 
by ‘‘the man whotook around Cape Horn” the 
monitor Monadnock, and in bad weather too, that 
off the coast of California she became unmanage- 
able, her rudder-chains being badly fitted. ‘* She 
lay thus beam on to avery heavy sea, but was 
safe.” He reported Admiral Popoff as saying, ‘‘ the 
heaviest sea he had ever been in was when ona 
monitor off the mouth of the Elbe, in a north- 
westerly gale,” and that “she was perfectly safe 
and as steady as a church;” he had no misgivings, 
as long as the hull was sound and the hatchways 
perfectly secure, about the ship living in any sea. 
From Valparaiso, March 3, 1866, Captain Stanley, 
of the U. 8. 8. Zwuscarora, convoying the Monad- 
nock, reported that during a gale, when he had just 
as much as he could do to attend to the safety of 
his own ship, the Monadnock behaved in a spiendid 
manner, making better weather than any vessel of 
the convoy; and that there was no time during the 

Jiercest part of the gale that she could not have 
Sought her guns against any ships. The same year 
the London Engineer reported that broadside 
British ironclads on occasions actually rolled the 
shot out of their guns. ‘‘It was then attempted to 
fire the guns on the rise, but the shot went heaven- 
wards, heaven knows whither.” 

Even Commander Davis, who appeared before the 
Naval Committee of the Senate to testify against 
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the monitors, said: ‘* Nobody ever disputed the 
safety of a monitor at sea. That question bas 
never been raised in this country among seamen, 
but it is universally admitted that the monitor is 
one of the safest ships to goto seain, as far as 
mere personal safety is concerned.” In this he is 
correct, though his recollections of his monitor ex- 
perience must be very rusty when he describes the 
Dictator as a vessel having “six or seven feet free- 
board.” She was designed to have two feet free- 
board, and we believe actually had something less. 
Her depth of hold was 213 feet, and her draught of 
water 20 feet. Against what Commander Davis 
says as to fighting the monitor at sea we place the 
statements made by Captain Fox from on board 
of the monitor Miantonomah. The statements 
we have quoted were made at the time, 
and are not musty recollections twenty-five 
years old; such as transform the Dictator 
into a vessel with seven feet free-board. As 
the depth of her armored band was but six feet, 
this would leave one foot of unarmored surface ex 
posed above the sea level. Is it upon such state- 
ments of fact as this that our Senators are forming 
their opmions? And is it quite fair, Oaptain 
Davis, to present the monitors built, under the 
limitations of a quarter of a century ago, in com- 
parison with vessels having the advantages of 
more modern construction? Do you mean to have 
it understood that the Manhattan fairly represents 
the coal carrying and speed capacity of this type of 
vessel ? 

The angle of inclination in a genuine monitor 
rolling in a seaway is less than seven degrees, or 
three and a half degrees above and below the 
horizon. As the angle of repose between iron and 
iron is nearly eight degrees, this is not sufficient 
to disturb the guns in their position. So when the 
ordinary ship was rolling its ports under water, 
the commander of the monitor, by simply directing 
his battery over the bow, could defy the disturbing 
influence of the heaviest rolling. 

‘** All this evidence,” says Sir Thomas Brassey, 
referring to Admiral Osborn’s statements, “and 
more, was before our naval architects, yet they dis- 
regarded it.” Just as ‘‘G. L. OC.” and others are dis- 
regarding it now. Not only disregarding it but as- 
sumivg upon public ignorance and indifference to 
represent the monitcr asa dangerous vessel to go 
toseain. What Mr. Brassey says of England is 
equally true of this country: ‘‘ The public igno- 
rance about the Navy is immense.” What 1s the 
proper role of the monitor, and to what extent it 
can be made usetul under existing conditions is a 
question that requires the most careful and candid 
consideration, but its solution will not be advanced 


-one step by misrepresenting or ignoring the record 


of Evicsson’s vessels. No one can object to any 
fair argument on behalf of what is known as the 
‘*battle-ship,” but we do most decidedly object to 
any argument that overlooks our experience with 
the monitors. As the New York Times says: ‘In 
the Navy opinion is divided, many excellent offi. 
cers being ranged on each side, but one significant 
fact is that most officers who have served 
in monitors unite in declaring that they are in 
every way superior to the high free-board type in 
fighting qualities.” 

The question as to what vessels should comprise 
our Navy can only be determined in the light of 
fact and experience, and not by prejudice. Of 
Ericsson’s ideas the Comte de Paris, in his History 
of the American War, says: ‘‘He saw what expe- 
rience will demonstrate more and more conclu 
sively, that a mixed vessel, built to carry an armor 
and at the same time to undertake long voyages 
will always be less powerful in a_ fight 
than the coasting vessels she will find at the en- 
trance of the enemy’s ports, and less buoyant on 
the waters than the wooden or plated vessels that 
will elude her to scour the seas.” 

We have no manner of doubt that the amount of 
money, the weight of metal, the number of men» 
etc., concentrated on a foreign ironclad of the first 
rank, would if distributed among vessels of the 
pure monitor type, such as might be built to-day, 
give us decidedly the advantage in a fighr. 
Especially would this be the case if we could adopt 
wi h it Ericsson’s idea of submarine attack with 
swift vessels of the order of the Destroyer. He 
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believes in submarine attack at close quarters, but 
he condemnad entirely the idea of submarine navi- 
gation, for the reason that it requires a blind grop- 
ing under water for a vessel that ought to be able 
with proper precautions to always elude such an 
attack. 

Meanwhile, let us consider the force of what 
was said by the Paris Revue des Deux 
Mondes some years ago of England, that “ ashe 
seems deficient in the science of artillery and of 
war ship building; she spends money by millions 
without producing anything that gives her satis- 
faction.” Though there has been improvement this 
remark has not yet altogether lost its furce. We 
would remind ‘‘G. L. C.,” in conclusion, that in the 
French Navy it has been decided to adopt turrets in 
future and not barbettes. Perhaps he will be good 
enough to reconcile this fact with his statement, 
that ‘the barbette type of ship appears to be the 
adopted system of to-day.” He may intend to 
limit his remark to the British Navy, though he 
does not make this quite clear. 

The truth would seem to be that our Navy has 
been so neglected that a large proportion of our offi- 
e>rs have looked abroad for their examples, and 
are completely saturated with foreign ideas con- 
cerning monitors, derived from -turreted vessels,. 
that abandon the essential monitor idea of free- 
board so low as to permit the sea to make a clean 
breach over the decks, steadying the vessel with the 
weight of water as well as avoiding resistance to 
the waves, The British turreted vessel Colossus, 
for example, with nearly ten feet freeboard, is de- 
scribed as rolling 17 deg. and taking water into the 
turrets, while the Jmpérieuse rolled only 3} deg. 








WHEN the Hale bill for new vessels of war comes 
up for consideration in the Senate, Mr. Chandler 
will move the striking out the provision for eight 
battleships and to insert in lieu thereof the follow- 
ing: Eight low freeboard vessels, each to be ar- 
mored with steel or compound armor, having not 
more than 17 feet draught, with twin screws and a 
sea speed of not less than 17 knots, with an arma- 
ment of four 10 or 11 inch guns, mounted in turrets 
or in barbettes giving all round fire, and batteries 
of rapid-firing guns on deck between the towers, 
and to cost not exceeding $2,500,000. He will also 
move to increase the size of the three proposed gun 
boats from 800 to 1,200 tons. 








Tue Army as a whole appreciates Senator Dolph’s 
bill, 2169, providing for a corps of post bakers, 
The troops are supplied, generally, with excelleut 
flour, but the bread made out of this flour is not 
always so excellent, due to the inexperience or 
carelessness of the detailed baker. All the efforts 
to imp:ove the condition of the soldier and make 
him contented with his lot will come to naught if 
this most important item, wholesome and nutritious 
food for his stomach and plenty of it, is meglected. 





A post non-commissioned staff officer thinks that 
his class, ‘‘ especially the commissary sergeants who 
have been for years at one company posts doing 
nothing,” should be changed about occasionally, so 
as to equalize the work so far as practicable. This 
is fair enough, but the old adage, *‘ the more duty 
the more honor,” stands good, and we feel safe in 
saying that no post non-commissioned staff officer 
in the entire Army is overworked. 








WE publish this week interesting detailed regula- 
tions for the government of officers of the Army de. 
tailed as professors of military science and tactics 
at colleges. Graduates from the Artillery School, 
the Infantry and Cavalry School, and the Engineer 
School are to have the preference for the several 
college details. 








Tue War Department has purchased a number of 
copies of the new “Manual of Guard Duty,” pre 
pared by Lieut. Kennon and approved by the Secre. . 
tary of War, and will shortly issue them to the 
Army. 


Ir is now expected that the medals won in last 
year’s rifle competitions will be ready for delivery 
early in March. Thedies for the medals, all of which 
had to be made anew, are now almost completed. 
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THE new regulation (G. O. 18) as to furloughs on: 
re-enlistment, which we published last week, is very 
acceptable to the rank and file of the Army, as 
making definite what has hitherto been indefinite. 








THE ann‘versary of the birth of the late General 
U. 8. Grant, April 27, is to be fittingly remembered 
in New York City, and a committee of prominent 
gentlemen has the matter in charge. 








Bepiow's IsLanp, in the State of New Jersey, 
seems to have now been determined on as the land- 
ing place for immigrantz, and Governor’s Island 
breathes freer. 








THe Navy Register, corrected to Jan. 1, 1890, 
reaches us this week, and is, as usual, an excellent 
and thorough compilation. 








THE Army and Navy Gazette asks: “Can any one 
to-day, except some soldier of the old school, fancy 
what the Duke would have felt had his Adjutant- 
General-—say Sir George Brown—written such a 
paper as that which Lord Wolseley has penned in 
Harper on the British Army? Only those who 
know what Lord Wolseley’s power of work is can 
believe that there is anything at all to be done in 
the Adjutant-General’s Office. Perchance you open 
a magazine, and there is an article by General Vis- 
count Wolseley on the Red River Expedition or 
some other military operation. You take up a 
country newspaper, and there is a ‘Lecture by 
General Viscount Wolseley on Modern Warfare.* 
You attend the United Service [nstitution, and his 
lordship is in the chair, or is reading a paper or 
originating a discussion. You dropin at a Volunteer 
prize distribution, and the ubiquitous Viscount is 
giving away the rewards, or addressing the Volun- 
teers and their friends on the importance of being 
able to kill people with accuracy, or of allowing 
yourself to be killed with cheerfulness. You dine 
with the Lord Mayor ‘or a City Company: the Vis- 
count, alert and bright, is there on his legs answer- 
ing for the Army, and ready for a epeech, and sup- 
per, if needs be, afterwards. How can he find time 
for what he does in the way of speaking and writing 
if there is employment in Pall Mall for an ordinary 
Adjutant-General? But he is not an ordinary 
Adjutant-General—nor an ordinary man : 


* A man so various, that he seems to be— 
Not one—but all the Staff's epitome, 
And in the course of one revolving moon,’ 
Ete., etc.” 





AutTHovGH the Senate Committee on Military 
Affairs has, by its adverse report on the bill re- 
ducing the length of service necessary for the re- 
tirement of enlisted men from 30 to 25 years, some- 
what lessened the chances for logislation in this 
direction during tae present session, all hope has 
not yet been abandoned by those who have taken 
an active interest in the matter. The fact that 
Chairman Cutcheon, of the House Military Com- 
mittee, proposed to include a clauie for this purpose 
in the bill, soon to be reported by the committee, 
containing various well-considered schemes for im- 
proving the condition of enlisted men and to pre- 
vent desertion, gives renewed hope for favorable 
action. The Senate Committee gives the following 
reasons for its adverse action: ‘“* The act of Feb. 14, 
1885, providing a retired list for enlisted men and 
non-commissioned officers does not require that 
those to whom it applies should show a continuous 
serviee of 30 years. It has been on trial only a few 
years, scarcely long enough to discover what the 
results flowing therefrom will be, and your com- 
mittee is of the opinion that pendiog further evi- 
dence of what it may ultimately accomplish, it 1s 
premature to seek to reduce the limit of service or 
enlarge the scope of the law.” 








A NEw department or “ direction” of armament 
bas recent'y been added to the German Ministry of 
War. Two of its bureau:, that of ordnance and 
the teebnical bureau, are borrowed: from the 
Director of the General Affairs of the Army. The 
third bureau, a new creation, deals with questions 
concerning small arms and their ammunition, as 
well as with the arms manufacturers, who were 
until lately under the jurisdiction of the infantry 
bureau. The bureau of ordnance supplies the field 
and fortress artillery, the artillery depots and 
the trains, and furnishes implements for all the 
Army except the pioneers and the railroad troops. 
Matters concerning the technical establishment of 
the artillery are under the technical bureau, which 
also has control of the insurance against accidents 
and the reef fund. With the exception of the 
bureau of “ general affairs,” all the four bureaus of 
the Direction of the General Affairs‘of the Army 
haye undergone important modifications. The 


bureau of infantry, henceforth to be known as the

of artificers, the practice ground for foot artillery, 
literary work and atafistics. The cavalry bureau 
becomes the bureau of mounted troops. It receives 
as pew powers the details for special service with 
the field artillery. The engineer bureau takes the 
name of bureau of fortifications. Ilts functions in- 
clude the general affairs of the Eagineer Corps, 
siege warfare, the armament, construction and 
maintenance of fortresses, explosives, the applica- 
tion of electricity, telegraphy within the different 
corps, the disposition of mines, the military pigeon 
houses, the schools of telegraphy and fortification 








THE proposed order granting amnesty to deserters 
from the Army is receiving the finishing touches at 
the hands of Colonel Barr and Major Davis, Judge 
Advocates. It wasreferred to them in order that 
every legal point might be fully considered hefore 
final action is taken. It is still unsettled as to the 
date to which amnesty will be extended, but there 
is an apparent desire to make a clean sweep, and it 
would not be surprising if all deserters prior to 
Dee. 31, 1889, were pardoned. It is the intention to 
give the prisoners at Fort Leavenworth the same 
benefits as other deserters. Should amnesty be ex- 
t2nded tothe date mentioned and special pardons 
granted the inmates of the prison as proposed, this 
institution will be practically depleted. Of the five 
hundred and fifty men at present confined therein 
four hundred and twenty-three are serving time 
for desertion, and the majority of the remaincer 
have this cffence coupled with other violations of 
the Articles of War. Those convicted of more than 
one crime will probably have a part of their term 
remitted. 


Four years ago the War Department issued a con- 
fidential circular, addressed to the Adjutants-Gen- 
eral of several Stat¢s, asking some question; as to 
the possibility of mobilizing the militia forces in 
case of need. General Foraker, who was at that 
time Governor of Ohio, seems to have assumed that 
confidential communications addressed to him in his 
official capacity were only confidential so Jong as he 
remained in office. He hasaccordingly set the news- 
papers agog by giving them information concern- 
ing this circular, accompanied with the suggestion 
that it had reference to our disturbed relations with 
Canada at the time of its issue. We would remind 
Governor Foraker that in confidential communi 
cations between two gentlemen, itis not usual for 
one of them to determine for himself and without 
consulting the other, when the restriction upon 
publication is withdrawn. 














THROUGH an Oversight on the part of the execu- 
tive clerks of the Senate the list of 16 additional 2d 
lieutenants, promoted to 2d lieutenancies, contained 

n this week’s JOURNAL, was not confirmed until 
Feb. 18. These were recess promotions, and it was 
supposed had been confirmed with the large batch 
of cther promotions and appointments on Dec. 21 
last, until the War Department stirred the matter 
up and found that in tbherush of business in the 
secretary's office of the Senate the list had been 
overlooked. They were promptly confirmed, and 
the long delayed commissions are now being issued. 
The promotions in the Medical Department and in 
the 8th Cavalry and the 6th Infantry, contained in 
last week’s JOURNAL, were confirmed Feb. 13. The 
Executive Calendar of the Senate is now clear of 
all Army and Navy nominations. 





As THE bill providing for an Assistant Secretary 
of War, with a salary of $4,500, only awaits the 
President’s signature to become a law, the question 
arises as to who will secure this appointment. It 
should be some one who can hold bis place by virtue 
of his eminent filness,so that he may survive the 
changes of administration and secure for the De- 
partment the advantages of a substantially perma- 
nent tenure of office. The debate in Congress in- 
dicated that in the judgment of Congress he should 
be a lawyer familiar with Army administration 
and with the routine of the Department. The ap- 
pointment of the Chief Clerk, Mr. John Tweedale, 
is urged upon the ground of hie long experience as 
well as of his personal qualifications. 





Most gratifying results have followed General 
Schofield’s General Order 103, 1888, which con- 
templated a change in climate or treatment 
in hospital of disabled soldiers for a sufficient 
period to determine the nature of the case before 
taking final action on requests for discharge. Re- 
turns from medical officers for the past calendar 
year show that of those transferred within depart- 
ment, 5644 per cent. were returned to duty and 431¢ 
per ceut, discharged. Of those sent to Hot Springs 
72 per cent. were returned to duty cured and 25 per

Genera H. A. Morrow, U.S. A., and his recent 
report of canteen operations at Fort Sidney, to 
which we referred last week, refers to the remark 
of the Duke of Wellington that the battle of Water- 
loo was won on thecricket grounds of England, and 
says: “I conceive it is possible that by devoting a 
portion of the profits of canteens to the purchasing 
of foot balls and other appliances for outdoor sports, 
these institutions might be used not only to contri- 
bute to the health and contentment of the enlisted 
men, but as a means also of adding to their value 
and efficiency as soldiers." 








Tae Emperor William, of Germany, in a recent 
letter to the Minister of War, says: “* Every seldier 
shall be treated in a legal, just, and worthy manner, 
because such treatment forms an essential founda- 
tion for awakening and increasing in him a sense of 
pleasure in serving his country and for inculcating 
devotion to the profession of arms and love toward 
and confidence in his officers.” 








THE Kansas City Times, referring to a statement 
that many companies have a very large fund on 
hand, sensibly hopes that the War Department will 
regulate the matter and prescribe the amount any 
one company should be permitted to have on hand. 
The money should be used economically, yet with- 
out displaying any stinginess on the part of the 
company commander. 








GENERAL SHERMAN, having notified the Manhattan 
Club, in response to their congratulatiens on his 
birthday, that he expects to celebrate his centen- 
nial Feb. 8, 1920, the Philadelphia Inquirer sarcas- 
tically says: “The notification is timely. General 
Sherman lives in New York, and he knows how 
long it takes te get up a centennial celebration 
there.” 








REFERRING to the adverse report by the Senate 
Military Committee on the bill proposing to retire 
enlisted men after 25 years of continuous service, 
a Washington correspondent writes that the reason 
for the action taken was that the present law is nsw 
and a proposition to reduce the term would bring 
prejudice against the whole scheme. 








A CAVALRY soldier is quoted as recently saying : 
“We have the old carbine yet, which is retained 
only on account of its hammer. The improved 
needle gun is hammerless, but it was not adopted 
by our Government because the lack of the hammer 
would render obsolete the old ‘support arms‘ 
tactics.”

SECRETARY PrRocToR bas transinitted a letter to 
the House from Col. B. H. Grierson and other offi- 
cers of the 10th Cavalry, dated Feb. 23, 1884, protest- 
ing against the reinstatement of Edward Byrne to 
bis former rank of captain inthe Army, as pro- 
posed by a bill now pen ing befcra the House Mili- 
tary Committee. This letter, which was used on a 
former occasion in opposing a Senate bill, sets forth 
tbe particulars of Byrne’s discharge, states that. he 
was unfit to command his company ; was notorieusly 
—— and brutal to his men, and was insub- 
ordinate. 








The cable has transmitted and the daily press bas 
for the past fortnight printed a statement te-the 
effect that the British Government has contracted 
with the Pneumatic Dynamite Gun Company for 
fifty guns.

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BROWN WIRE GUN. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


In a letter recently published, Dr. Woodbridge re- 
fers to certain remarks of mine concerning the es- 
sential difference between the Brown system of 
wire gun construction and hisown. The doctor is 
mistaken; I did not imply nor intend to imply, that 
the longitudinal bars in his gun played a secondary 
part in taking up the initial tension of winding. 

{ stated that the core which sustains the tension 
of winding in the Woodbridge gun, was a solid 
tube overlaid with longitudinal bars. it is this 
compound solid and segmental cylinder which 
takes up the tension of winding, the bars of course 
taking up their due proportion. Whereas the core 
of the Brown gun is an entirely sezmental cylinder. 
This is the essential difference between the two sys- 
tems. Mr. Brown claims, Ist. ‘hat for the same 
thickness of metal an omer segmental core con- 
structed upon bis method will bave a greater longi- 
tudinal strength, than it is possible to obtain ina 
core composed partly of a solid cast tube, as in the 
Woodbridge system. 24. That in a core com posed 
of thin segmeuts made from crucible steel, a mach 
bigher limit for compression can be obtained than 
in a core composed partly of a solid tube. 3d. That 
the segmental core of the Srown gun will be much 
more homogeneous throughout its entire thickness 
tban the core of the Woodbridge gun. 

The segmental core of the Brown gunis in no 
sense borrowed from the Woodbridge; the principle 
is entirely differeut. Tne Woodbridge gun consists 
first of a solid tube which in itselfis a gun, rein- 
forced longitudinally by bars, and circumferenti 
ally by wire, itis therefore ——- a wire-wound 
gun, that is a gun wouud und strenethened by wire. 
Whereas the Brown gun is not a gun at all until it is 
wound with wire, it is therefore properly called a 
wire gun. The use of the segmental bars in one case 
is for an entirely different purpose from what it 13 
in the other. lao the Woodbridge gun they were 
added so as to give longitudinal streneth to the in- 
ner tube, his gun having proven a failure without 
them. Whereas in the Brown system they are used 
in order to produce acore bavinpg greater homo- 
geneity, and whicb will sustain a bigher initial ten- 
sion and at the sawe time give greater longitudinal 
strength. 

Dr. Woodbridge states “that in one of his pam- 
phiets his inner tube was called a lining tube.” By 
this | pres.me he would imply that the lining tube 
of the Brown gun is the same as his inner tube. 
Calling it a lining tube does not make it so. 

A lining tube in artillery parlance, is a tube in 
eerted after the body of the gun bas been completed, 
and is intended werely to protect the bore; 1t forms 
no part of the body of the gun proper, aud can be 
removed and replaced when necessary. The inner 
tube of the Woudbridge gun 13 an easential part of 
the body of the gun, 1s not inserted asa liner, can- 
pot be removed and replaced; m fact, is as much a 
part of the guo as the burs or wire; and sustains a 
aan of the tension of winding. Whereas in the 

rown gun the lining tube is no part of the body of 
the gun; is not inserted until after the winding has 
been completed; can be taken out and replaced as 
often as may be necessary, and is merely a protec- 
tion for the bore. 

The gun could be rified and fired without a liner ; 
in fact, the small model gua has no liaing tube. 

It is mdiculous to claim taat the inner tube of the 
Woodbridge gun, which isan essential part of the 
core of his gup, is in any sense a liner, or that the 
linipg tube of the Brown gun is in any sense the 
equivalent of the Woodbridge ioner tube. 

tis, of course, absurd for any one to claim any 
priority of invention for a segmental tubed gun per 
se or forthe use of segments in gun construction, 
us the idea dates back 1,000 years or more. 

The ess<ntial idea in the Brown system other than 
that of economy of construction, 18 to obtain a con- 
dition of special elasticity in the segments. Special 
elasticity is induced in steel by working it — 
its elastic hmit, when a new or special elastic limit 
is set up. 

The small size of the segments used in the Brown 
gun admit not only of the use of the highest grade 
of steel, but of such ready manipulation, that the 
highest possible degree of special elasticity can be 
obtained. 

Longridge endeavors to obtain such a condition 
in his inner tube by winding beyond tbe elastic limit 
of bis metal, and toen unwinding and rewinding up 
to the new elastic limit. Mr. Brown claims that his 
method of constructing the core of his gun will aj 
mit of obtaining an elastic limit for compression in 
the metal far beyond anything possible when a solid 
tube is used; and at the same time will give increas- 
ed longitudinal strength. 

There is nothing in any of Dr. Woodbridge’s writ- 
ings tbat shows any other idea in the use of external 
bars, than to give longitudinal strength to the core 
of bis gun. G. N. WHIaTLER. 








PLEA FOR NON-COMMISSLONED OFFICERS. 
To the Editur of the Army and Navy Journal: 


I HOPE that the last recommendation made to the 
House Military Committee of Congress by the Adju- 
tant-General of the Army, relative to an increase of 
pay of the non-commissioned officers, will be favor- 
ably considered and eventualiy become a law. 
Those of the line deserve better treatment than 
they have hitherto receivei; as a rule, their pa 
has never, in my opinion, been commensurate wit 
their responsibilities, compared with that of their 
superiors. In one or two companies which [ know, 
I have for along time seen sergeants, not only on 
dress parade and drill, but on important marcnes, 
performing the duties of commissioned officers and 
acquitting themselves with credit. I bave been a 
cowpapy commander for over ten years, and do not 
remember a single instance on drill, conducted by 
myself, where asergeant or corporal was not re- 
quired to fill the place of an absent officer. By an 
1ucrease of pay and privileges the standard for this 
most worthy class of soldiers will be raised, their 
position advanced, and the discipline of the Army 
improved. There can be no mistake about it. A 
better class of men will be drawn to the colors, and 
retained thereunder. A good Ist sergeant is a most 
important factor in the economy of a compauy and 
avery present helpin times of trouble and diffi- 
culty, as every company and troop commander in 
the Service knows aud must seknowledge, Every 


private promoted to the position of corporal should 
be able to exercise within himself—by his own 
efforts—the functions of the highest grade awarded 
to the rank and file. As a matter of vital interest to 
the line, I have advocated publicly and privately 
this matter for over twenty years. Most of my 
effort has resulted in argumentum ad absurdam ; it 
has fallen upon leaden ears, but before | shall have 
been retired for old age or dismissed for incompe- 
tency or inefficiency, 1 expect to the ge of 
this bill, or something likeit.

DECISION OF THE SECOND COMPTROLLER. 


Tue old question concerning the statusof an officer of 
the Army wuo by revocation of a resignation, order of dis- 
missal or retirement, was restored to the Service without 
the advice and consent of the Senate, recently came up 
again before the Second Comptroller, who takes an opposite 
view from his predecessors aod allows the claim of ao officer 
tor the sccount checked against bim use of the hiatus 
in bis service. The case is that of Jobn D. Biaker, formerly 
of the Army, whose resignation bad once accepted 
and the acceptance was afterward revoked by the Execu- 
tive. In this case the Comptrolier says: 

“In my opiaion it is utterly immaterial whether Blaker 
was an officer de facto or de jure, or whether the order of the 
President was iegal or iliegul. It is sufficient to say that 
Lieut. Biaker was acting in guod faith uoder orders of the 
President of the U. 8., whom he had every reason to believe 
bad the power to revoke bis own orders, and there was on 
the part of Lieut. Bluker nothing illegal in any of bis 
actions, and as he uodoubtediy pertormed all the duties 10- 
cident to his rank as an officer of the Army, he is, under the 
law governing implied contracts, entitled to receive for 
said period ot service what bis services were reasonabiy 
worth; and I know vf no other way of estimating their 
value than by ascertaining bow much officers of the same 
grade received for the same period of service and as officers 
of the same rank bave beenwaid the increase for the said 
period, in my opinion Lieut. Biaker is also entitled toit. I, 
therefore, decide that Biaker shail not only be allowed to 
retain the amount received for services from Dec. 18, 1866, 
to Feb. 28, 1867, but that he shall be allowed 33% per vent. 
increase of pay for said period.”

MILITIA BILL TIN CONGRESS. 


THERE wasa full attendance of the House Com- 
mittee on Militia at the meeting this week, when the 
Henderson bill came up tor consideration. Gen. 
Ordway, of the District of Columbia militia, was 
present to explain the amendments suggested by 
the National Guard Association, and this he did sat- 
isfactorily, for the committee promptiy adopted 
them all, and agreed by a practically unanimous 
vote to report the bill favorably to the House. This 
will be done as soon as Gen. Henderson bas drafted 
bis report, upon which he is now epvgaged. Amoug 
the more important amendments is one adding the 
words “and such other acceptable male residents as 
may volunteer for militia duty” to the clause limit- 
ing the age of available men to from 18 to 45 years, 
thus giving the country the benefit of the services 
of experienced war veterans. Another permics the 
President, by proclamation, to call the reserve 
militia into service. The clause providing that the 
President may organize the National Guard, when 
called into service, into brigades and divisions, and 
designate the commanders thereof and requiring 
that the rank and duties of staff officers shall be the 
same as prescribed for the Regular Army is stricken 
out. Sections 20, 21 and 22 of the bill are also 
stricken out. These require al! officers of the Na- 
tional Guard to pass a proper examination before 
appointment or promotion; each State to furnish 
suitable armories for assembling and drilling its 
National Guard and ranges for rifle firing. The 
number of infantry volunteers, authorized to be 
detailed for service in the Regular Army for the 
purpose of instruction for periods not exceeding 40 
days, is increased from 2,500 to 5,000 men annually 
There area number of other amendments, but the 
above are the principal ones. 





REPORT OF ADJUTANT-GENERAL PORTER. 


MaJsor GENERAL JOSIAn PorTeER, Adjutant-Gen- 
eral of New York, has just issued bis anoual report 
for the year ending Dec. 31.1889. The last returas 
show the strength of the Guard to be 744 officers and 
13,478 enlisted men, an aggregate force of 14,222. I[n- 
creased interest is found in the large number of ap- 
plications coming from all parts of the State for au- 
thority to raise companies, batteries and troops. 
The force being limited by law to 15,000 enlisted 
men, and this limit being now so nearly approached, 
it is not thought advisable to increase it further. A 
sufficient margin muet always be mainotained, in or- 
der thatit may not b e ry to stop re- 
cruiting, and to avoid danger of illegal enlistments. 





The present force is considered sufficient for ail 
ractical purposes for the present, and unless the 
orce is uved by disbandments or otherwise any 


further increase is improbable. 

If the Legislature desires to increase the force in 
the direction of training men in the use of heavy 
guns, the wisdom of which 1s admitted, it is deemeu 
advisable to begio with four heavy batteries, and as 
these become proficent organize others. With the 
understandiog thatthe War Department will fur- 
nish facilities for instruction and for encampment 
of troops at the fortsin New York and elsewhere, 
it is recommended, provided avy increase is author- 
ized. that the number of new ~— batteries be 
limited to 12. The main difficulty of increasing the 
force is the necessarily increased expense, and it is 
thought practically useless tu orgauiz3 troops ua- 
less every requisiteis provided for tuem. roops 
that maintain themselves cannot be made to under- 
stand the necessity of submitting to the restraints of 
discipline, and are considered practicaliv wortuless 
except for parades. It is considered doubtiul 
woether the Legislature will consent, under present 
circumstances, to larger appropriations for mili- 
tary purposes, and the advisability is considered ot 
making one of the regiments in New York City u 
heavy artillery regiment. 

Ove way to make room for new organizations, it 
is said, would be to reduce the maximum of en- 
hsted men allowed to a company, as there appears 
no valid reason why a compxny should be maiu- 
tiined at its war strength in time of peace. Une of 
the advantages to be derived from an increase in 
the number of organizations would be the larger 
number of officers and non-coms. in training all the 
time. Lt is hoped that all the biuteries in the State 
may as 3000 as possible be armed with the new 3- 
2ineb field guus, A supply of uew rifles is advo- 
cated to replave the present arm as sovu as the C. 
d. Ord. Dept. sball have settied the question of cvali- 
bre powder of their pew arm. Au increased sup- 
ply of ms gr tae tents, and blankets are agaip 
urged. ith the exception of the dress coat, the 
present clothing is considered satisfactory. 

lo reference to armories, Gen. Porter very forw- 
bly says: “Unoder the law as it now stands, the 
counties are required to provide armories for or 
ganizations withioa their lim»ts, furnish beat and 
light, and pay for armorers, eugineets und jauitors.

IMPORTANCE OF PROPER SQUAD INSTRUCTION IN 
THE NATIONAL GUARD. 


BY LIEUT. M. C. MURRAY, 22D REGIMENT, N. Y. 


OBSERVING iv the ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL of Dec. 21 
1889, ibe paper on the * Natiooal Army—what it might be,” 
1 aw much impressed, that before we deul with new pro- 
jects of organiZation, we sbould give more attention to mat- 
ters lower down in the military scale and within our reach 
at present. I allude particularly to the instruction of re- 
cruits, which 1t must be adwittea is, with occasional excep- 
tions, at present indifferently treated. 

No one will deny that upon the instruction of recruits de- 
pends largely the military character and efficiency of the 
regiment. Yet it is a fact that those who should concern 
themselves most, colonels and captains, are comparatively 
indifferent to the matter. Usually the work of tostructing 
tne recruit in the school of the soldier, devolves upon the 
officer or non-com. who is most willing to undertake the 
tusk, witbout regard to bis fitnes: for this most important 
work. Squad instructcrs snould be selected from umong 
those whu are not only well versed in tactics, or who may 

ss the important faculty of clearly imparting what 
they know to others, but from those who know when to be 
severe, who are always just, avd emiuently “snappy.” 
Com.manding officers should search their commands aud 
finding such men should detail them as instructors, and 
having been detailed, they abould serve willingly. The 
officer or Don-com. so doiug, will fiod that it will profit bim 
greatly in the study of both human nature and tactics. 

I aw supported in this opinion by Lieut. A. C. Sharpe, 
22d lofantry, U.S. A., in bis prize essay in the ** Journal of 
the Militury service Iostitutiov,” in which he writes with 
regard to the National Guard: “Tbe men have the spirit, 
but not alwaye the appearance of soldiers; they need more 
setting up, more squad Grill, more saluting and standing at 
attention. A competent young officer as instructor would 
scou currect these detects, but great care should be exer- 
cised in bis selection.” 

in the ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL of Dec. 14, 1889, a reply 
says: * Tne whole course of the German instruction bas to 
do with the pertect drijll of the individual. The mans 
insist that ‘the recruit cannot be made to remedy his defects 
by being put into the company imperfectly drilled.” : 

{f iastructors are what they should be, tne recruit will re- 
port to bis company well grounded in the school of the so’ 
dier and 60 discipliued that the work of instruction in the 
scbovl of the cumrpany can be carried ou by the captain 
witbout interruption or delay such asare frequently caused 
by the necessity tor individual instruction, directly traceable 
to impertect drill in the squad, 

Tue immediate results, nuwever, are small in comparison 
with the tact tbat while the recruit is being perfected, he is 
being transtormed into the best possible material tor all 
luture purposes, military and otherwise; the obedient and 
weil-intormed soluier wil make the best officer. 

‘Tbe attention ot the recruit is called to the fact that while 
he 1s being sharply drilled in the squad, be is acquiri 
alertness, activity und presence of mind which, tue chances 
are, be would never otherwise acquire and —.

find, if observant, apply themselves to his 





ion of these qualities will more than compensate for the 
trifling discomfort experienced in the squad. 

The recruit should taught to repose implicit confid- 
ence in the Judgment and good intentions of the instructor. 
This baving been accomplished, be will learn with a rapid- 
ity of which he wiil be thoroughly unconscious. He will 
also be made adaptable, the importance of which will make 
itself felt at every step later on. Let us have better squad 
drill and the individual will be benefited and the efficiency 
of the National Guard increased. 


REVOLVER PRACTICE IN THE NATIONAL GUARD. 


Several months ago, Capt. W. Atwood French, I. R. P., 1¢th 

egt., N. Y¥.,commenced to arrange for revoiver practice 
tor the officers of the regiment, and has so far perfected ar- 
rangemeots for this interest that very shortly the Armory 
Rifle Range will be fully equipped and ready for this most 
important instruction and practice in the officers’ schoo! of 
instruction in the regiment. 

The range has undergone many changes, and improve- 
ments have been made, electric annunciators, call bells, 
speaking tubes, lighting and the smoke clearing apparatus 
entirely changed and enlarged, and the range to-day, except 
in size, is one of the best equipped and orderly maintained 
of any in the National Guard. The mold for casting bul- 
lets turus out automatica!ly over 50 at a time; it is heated 
by gas, and the filling of the gates with the metal, is done 
by an yo | lever, ull danger being absolutely avoided, 
and can be used by a raw recruit. This regiment is to have 
a special feature in the matter of instruction to its mem- 
bers, by giving classes from each company on stated nights, 
instruction in loading the ammunition to be used by the 
company in its rifle practice; apparatus and machines are 
being made, and a room is to be set apart for this work; by 
this it 1s intended not only to give the men a practi- 
cal insight into what a cartridge is, contains, and ougnt to 
be, but to insure a more accurate result, asa whole. 

Officers in the Guard, it well issaid, should be perfectly fa- 
miliar with their arms. It is not so at the present time, and 
never has nso. It has been neglected because facilities 
are not provided for practice. All officers are armed with 
sword and revolver, and should have just as much practice 
and be able to use the one as the other. 

Io the 13th, matches will be arranged and prizes offered, 
which will give the competition an interesting aud pleasur- 
able teature. 

There should be interests of this kind in every armory 
rifle range of the N.G. It is a want long felt, and will be 
productive of great good. The N.G. has many good shots— 
those who carry the rifle. Can it be said the same of those 
who carry the revolver? The 7th Regiment has entered 
enthusiastically into this practice at its armory range, 
under the direction of Capt. Palmer, and in the Smith and 
Wesson Revolver Match some excellent scores have been 
recorded. The 8th Regiment will shortly start in with re- 
volver shooting and very likely the 69th Regiment, and the 
12th N. Y. also bave 1t under consideration.

It is thought that the hoops have 
been stretched beyond their their elastic limit by 
the explosion of the charge, and that the cracks are 
the results of the metal not returning to its original 
shape. It is believed that the guns to built here 
have been so planned that the force of the explosion 
will be distributed evenly throughout all the jackets 
7 of the gun, without unduly straining any
